BAPTIST MISSION AT CAREY. 

Letter of Rev. Isaac M’Coy, to the Editor of the 
Christian Watchman, dated Carey, 100 miles 
N. W. of Fort Wayne, March 1st, 1825. 
Dear BrotrueER,—The very cefreshiag revival of 

religion which commenced in our family last fall, con- 
tinues without abatement. Light hired white men, an 
old Putawatomie woman, and eleven of our Indian 
scholars, have been baptized. One aged ¢ hief, of res- 
pectable character, is also a candidate for baptism. 
About the Ist of December last, this old man passed the 
establishment on his way from Chicago to his hunting 
ground. Becoming indisposed, and the weather being 
cold, he took shelier fora few days under our rool. 
This circumstance afforded our young missionary 
brethren, Lykins and Simmerwell, an opportunity of 
impressing on the old man’s mind the necessity of re- 
pentance, and of faith in the Son of God; and it seems 
that He who delights in mercy to the poor, blest their 
instructions to the comforting of this poor Iadian’s 
soul. 

A few days ago hereturned to our house, and imme- 
diately on his arrival inquired for Brethren Lykins and 
Simmerwell, informiag that he had come (fifty miles) 
from his hunting groand to tell them what he had late- 
ly experienced. Hesaid that often in the course of bis 
life he had desired te become religious, but never sup- 
posed that he had been very wicked, and consequent- 
ly had never felt ey gerry for his sins. He was in 
a degree sensible of his ignorance, and felt his mind 
**lost.’’ The instructions of these young men “set 
him in the road.’’ He found his heart to be wicked. 


He became sensible that he was a sinner, a very , 


wicked man. He prayed and endeavoured to be good, 
but continued bad in his heart. Hewasin great dis- 
tress, and thought if he should die in that situation, he 
must go beneath, (go to Hell.) 

About 26 days after he had departed from our bourse, 
as he was one night lying in his hunting campin the 
woods, he thought Gad spake to him. It was nota 
vocal voice to his ears, but the Spirit of God spoke to 
his heart, ard told himto love and serve the Great 
Spirit always, and gain an assurance that at death he 
would take him above. ‘* My heart,’ said he, ‘* was 
made glad. My feet, my legs, my hands, my arms, 
my body, all felt young. 
never can forget that day; I believed God had pitied 
and pardoned my sins.”’

their departure for some time, on this account. They, 
however, carried with them a Bible and some other re- 
ligious books; and what was still more,they carried with 
them religious impressions, which led them to morning 
and evening prayers regularly; and afew days since 
the blacksmith came jn, and gave to the Church a sat- 
ixfactory account of @ gracious change, and was bap- 
tized together with one of our Indian scholars, Jast 
Lord’s-day 

This work commeaced, and has progressed, in a 
way well calculated to teach us that the work is the 
Lord’s. He has done it;—to him be the glory. My 
health is not good. lam worndown by incessant ap-
